Homes.

A wircless mossage from (Grand Ma-
rals, Miun,, recelvod at Duluth, sild
that forest firea were beariog down of
the village and that it seemed dosmied.
The operator sald 1t was his last mow
soge, as the fre was gotling so close
that he would have to abanddn  his
towor and seek safety. Urand Marais
ig on tho north ghore of Lake Buperior
and (a an old trading post. 8o far as
Is known, o lives have been lost, Wild
animals are belog driven to the inke
ghore by the flires. Heports recelved In-
dleate that the entlre northenstorn part
of Minnesotn {8 smoldering, that hun-
dreds of men afe out fighting the fires,
and that many villages are threatensed
with destruetion.

A desperate battle Is being waged
by farmers and. miners against forest
fires In tour Alfferent districts within
a fifty mile radius of Houghton, Mich,
They nre trying to save a number of
small settlements from destruction by
the fast sprendlng facnes.

The woods are dry and a briak wind
is carrying the fire from tres to tres
with alarming rapidity. A change in
the direction of the wind saved the
town of Alston, which had been threat-
enod. At L'Anse village several bun-
dred resldents quit labor and business
and by means of trenches and back
fires worked to arrest the progrosa ol
tho fire taward the town. The Baraga
County idfirmatory, & tew miles from
L'Anse, was threatened by the fire, and
only vallant fire fighting saved the
place from destruction. The Inmates
were taken to private resldences. Fires
are raging in Ontonagon and Kewee
naw Countles, and aleo near Allouesz,
Ahmeek, and Goy. The loss of tles,
poles, and other cut timber ls great,
while much standing timber is fire
swept. Fires are reported between
Laurium and Torch Lake.

- The antire country to the west of
Washburn, Wis, Is boing swept by for
est firen and damage running up Into
thousands of doliars i8 reported from
the stricken distriet. The great blue-
berry flelds west of that city have been
destroyed. Hundreds of miles of coun-
try is fire swept. The smoke Is %o
thick that the view of+the sun has
been shut out for days. Forest fires
bava leveled the south half of the town
of Mosines, Marathon County. Just
before wire communication was cut off
word came that & number of bulldings
had been destroyed, Including ten real-
dences, four stores, two saloons, post-
office and n sawmill, .
